admini-stration espionage bill provid- 
ing severe penalties for spying on mat- 
ters of national defense and punishing^ 
conspiracies to violate American neu- 
trality was passed today by the senate 
by a vote of 60 to 10. 


The bill as passed takes in fourteen 
separate measuies suggested 
by 
the 
department 
of justice 
and 
was 
put 
thiough virtually unchanged 
despite 
the protest of several senators who de- 
clared 
its terms so stringent 
as 
to 
imperil American liberty of speech and 
the press. 
It has not passed the house. 


Drastic in Ciiaracter. 


The spy section is far reaching in 
character, making it a crime punisha- 
ble witli two years imprisonment 
or 
$10,000 fine to approach or enter any 
place connected with the national de- 
fense to unlawfully obtain information 
or to m a k e photograi^hs, blue prints, 
plans, etc., of things connected 
with 
such defense or to dispose of a code 
or signal book or model or anything 
else of national defense value. 


Where these things are done for a 
foreign government in time of peace 
"whether recognized or unrecognized" 
by the United States the penalty is in- 
creased to twenty years imprisonment 
and in time of war to life.

BominicanSalary List in Sau 
Domingo Cut Under His 
Administration. 


Santo Domingo City, Feb. 8.—(Staff 
Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press.)—Great savings in the Domini- 
can salary list have been effected by 
the -military government 
established 
by the United States on Nov. 29 last. 
The-possibility of this developed in the 
process of settling claims brought up 
as a consequence of the suspension of 
payment of salaries for several months 
back, beginning in August before the 
establishment of the temporary mili- 
tary government, after the collection of 
all revenues had 
been taken 
under 
American 
supervision. 
Salary 
pay- 
ments under the dominican 
govern- 
m e n t were not resumed until shortly 
before Christmas. 
Meanwhile, 
m u c h 
criticism has been aroused, as by the 
time the military took charge almost all 
the government employes entirely de- 
pendent on their salai-y had reached 
the end of their resources, and many 
salary claims had been bought up by 
speculators at liberal discounts f r o m 
merchants to whom the claims 
had 
been assigned. 
The J a n u a r y salai-ies 
•were paid promptly, however, and with 
a stable government established no de- 
lays are expected in t h e future. 


Many Dominicans who have sought 
to have salary claims allowed 
have 
explained that their appointments were 
m a d e with no idea that they should 
perform any services. 
They were aj)- 
pointed, they have explained, to posi- 
tions to which no duties were attached. 
As confirmatory of this it is said, au- 
thoritatively 
that 
approximately 
SO 
per cent of the last Dominican budget 
of $1.500,000 was for salaries. 


In addition to dispensing with the 
"services" of a great many 
persons 
who were not in tlie habit of perform- 
ing any services, many positions have 
been abolished 
or 
temporarily sus- 
pended. 
By administrative order the 
Dominican assembly 
has 
been sus- 
pended until f u r t h e r notice and 
all 
salaries and perrjuisites stopped. 
In 
view of the fact that there is no pres- 
ident and no Dominican c-abinet the 
salaries attached to these places are 
remaining in the treasury. 
The Do- 
minican a r m y has been largel.v reduced 
because there is no longer any neces- 
sity 
for 
a Dominican army, 
in the 
opinion of the American officials in 
charge of tl:e government. 
Military 
courts are no more, there is no longer 
pay for members of the staffs of the 
governors of the provinces.

^Tighling Fred'' Funston 


Major General Frederick Funston, whose sudden death from an 
attack of acute indigestion is just reported from San Antonio, was es- 
sentially of the dashing type of army fighter that, by native ability, 
indomitable courage and sheer daring wins high place in public es- 
teem and public confidence. Youngest major general in the army line 
•—he was but 51 years of age—General Funston's death cuts short a 
career that, already distinguished, still gave promise of increasing 
years of conspicuous usefulness to his country. Particularly, perhaps, 
was this service needed in the uncertain paths that just now lie be- 
fore the United States. 


General Funston's military career was altogether unique. Denied 
Ills early ambition to enter Westpoint, the j^oung Ohioan by birth but 
Kansan by adoption, nevertheless climbed to the highest eminence as 
a soldier. Funston was essentially a fighter. Diminutive in stature 
and in weight, his was the spirit and the courage of a giant. He was 
as nearly fearless as it is possible for human to be. In 1896, while to- 
tally unversed in military affairs, he was stirred by the struggles of 
the Cuban revolutionists and at once offered his services to the Cuban 
junta which was fighting for the independence of the island. He was 
in the thick of much of the revolutionary fighting, and at the outbreak 
of the war with Spain two 3'ears later, Funston plunged into it as col- 
onel of the Twentieth regiment of Kansas volunteers. 


Almost immediately Funston's regiment was ordered to the Phil- 
ippines and here the untrained Kansas soldier won renown in a series 
of brilliant exploits which culminated in his capture of Aguinaldo. It 
>ijs this exploit that won for Funston the rank of brigadier general in 
tifi tegular army. In recent years Funston has been constantly a con- 
spicuous ii^'iire in American military affairs, and he has been in gen- 
eral command oE tlie border force of regulars and volunteers during 
The tense situation ])ctweon the United States and Mexico. His final 
oliicial act wa^ the coinpletion of preparations for sending to their 
homes the remaining guardsmen in the Rio Grande country—among 
them being Company E, First Indiana regiment., and Battery D, Field 
artillery, of this city. 


Despite the fact that General Funston had risen to eminence by 
way of the volunteer route, and that he had not come though West- 
point, the regular army officers entertained for him the warmest es- 
teem and the highest respect. It was recognized that Funston had 
fairly won his spurs by service, and there was no rankling of jealousy 
or discontent operating against him. He was the ideal American sol- 
dier, big in all save stature and avoirdupois, whose high place in his 
country's history is secure. 


Speaking at a Washington's birthday banquet held at Indianapo- 
lis a few days in advance of the actual anniversary, Governor Goo4- 
rieh voiced the belief that the United States will pass safely through 
the international crisis, just as it has passed through other dangers. 
We take it the governor means to convey a conviction that war will 
not develop as an outcome of the present tensity. Everybody will pro- 
foundly trust, too, that Mr. Goodrich will win as high rank as prophet 
as his friends say he is going to achieve as governor. 


Governor Goodrich is said to have greatly mollified Lafayette op- 
I)osition to his proposed excise tax bill to saddle additional tax on cor- 
porations by his explanation of the thing in the course of an address 
in that city Monday evening, but he will have no adequate idea of the 
futility of mellifluous oratory until ho tries the same tactics on that 
delegation of Fort Wayne business men who went to Indianapolis to 
have a word or two to say concerning excise bills. 


Mr. Fletcher's arrival in Mexico as the diplomatic representative 
of the United States is to be signalized by a prompt protest against 
the confiscation of mines not in operation and a further objection to 
numerous other actions of the de facto government which have been 
irritating Uncle Sam. In the interest of exactness it may be necessary 
to change Mr. Fletcher's title from ambassador to Mexico to some- 
thing like protestor to Mexico. 


The effort to enlist five thousand members of the American Red 
Cross society in Fort Wayne is so praiseworthy that there should not 
be a question of doubt as to the success of the movement. Nor does 
The Sentinel believe the slightest difficulty will be encountered by the 
patriotic workers who have taken the matter in hand. Give them your 
support promptly and enthusiastically. 


Somebody has told Senator Overman that there are one hundred 
thousand spies in the United States at the present moment, and he 
promptly advised the senate of what he had heard. Doubtless as soon 
as there are more than the 100,000, Senator Overman's informant will 
lose no time in advising him of additions to the list.

Discussion Needed 
on a Vital Question 


(Indiana Daily Times.) 


With the call for a constitutional con- 
vention the people of I idi ina 
should 
concentrate attention on tb*; measures 
suggested for incorporation in the con- 
stitution to the end that the best ex- 
perience and intelligence of the 
state 
may find expression in the new basic 
law. 


The fight for a convention has been 
won, but the fight for a constitution that 
will be better than the old one is only 
just beginning. 
The voters of the state 
will write the new constitution through 
the delegates they select. 
For that rea- 
son the 
fullest possible discussion 
is 
necessary in order the atmps2>here may 
be clarified. 


Spring and summer should be devoted 
to the important task of bringing for- 
ward the best ideas in the state and 
concentrating discussion on them. Law- 
yers, politicians, business men and all 
others in each community who are like- 
ly to become delegates to the convention 
should be urged to state explicity what 
they stand for and the sort of consti- 
tution they desire, 
No work of greater 
importance could possibly be undertaken 
between now and next autumn. 


A beginning already has been made 
at Kokomo, where a series of meetings 
under the auspices of the Open Forum 
is planned to bring out the best intel- 
ligence of the city. 
A lawyer, a labor 
leader and a minister are ,^mong those 
who will explain what they believe to 
be the principal reforms needed. 
This 
is to be done 
at 
the 
first 
meeting 
Wednesday night. 
No attempt at "hi- 
falutin" oratory will- be made. 
Each 
speaker w l l be permitted ten minutes 
in which to elaborate his idea as plain- 
ly and simply as possible. 
Ea^h speak- 
ly and simply as possible. 
Another ten 
minutes after each talk will be devoted 
to general discussion. 
The experience of 
other commonwealths with such mea- 
sures as suffrage, prohibition, the in- 
itiative ond referendum, the short bal- 
lot, home rule for cities, taxation re- 


forms, etc., will be studied and analyzed. 


Ministers, teachers 
and 
newspapers 
can perform a valuable service to the 
state during the summer by focusing 
attention on proposed reforms. In many 
communities chautauqua programs may 
be built around the central idea of pro- 
moting discussion of the proposed con- 
stitution. 
Other cities should follow the 
example of Kokomo.

The purpose of the practice tests is, 
(to quote Mr. Courtis,) "to develop 
ability that will transfer to regular 
arithmetic work and to all situations 
in which computations are used." 


6AB Grades. 


We have 
been very 
interested in 
making "efficiency record.s" in our 
grade. 
The "habit record" consists of 
legible writing, neat work, arithmetic 
accuracy and reasonable speed, spell- 
ing. 
industry, 
English, 
punctuality, 
care of person and manners. 
These 
we check in columns headed excellent, 
very good, good and poor. 
If our 
teacher does not agree, she re-checks 
with red ink. We shall try to improve 
our record and after a while we shall 
check them again to see if we have 
made any Improvement. 


We are keeping the score of our 
arithmetic work each day. 
The boys 
are scoring against the girls. 
Our 
teacher made a graph outline on the 
board. 
Each day after class work It 
Is being filled In with the scores for 
that day, showing the standard score, 
the boys' score and the girls' score. 
These are made In different colored 
crayon and the key is written below. 
We get rather excited every day to see 
who will be ahead. 


We have also been having spelling 
tests to see if we are up with the per 
cent, in the acale that waa made from 


words in English writing. 
We found 
that we are 4 per cent, above the per 
cent, required for the test In the scale. 


One day. in our literature lesson, it 
told about the "six or seven well pil- 
grims, who spared no pains to help the 
sick." 
Two of these were Mr. Brew- 
ster, their reverend elder, and Miles 
Standish. 
The teacher asked what 
"elder" meant. 
No one knowing the 
correct definitioon, we were told to 
look it up in the dictionary, but were 
also told that we must be sure to 
choose the meaning intended by the 
author. 
The first pupil ready gave the 
definition. 
"A

zines or papers to Illustrate stories,

The children are always happy and 
are learning, not alone to respect the 
rights of one another but to enjoy 
and help one another, in doing the 
things which are interesting to them.

Studies by Office of Public 
Roads Show Practice is ^ 
Increasing. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—A steady de- 
crease since 1885 in the proportion of 
convicts in the United 
States 
em- 
ployed in miscellaneous work 
under 
lease and contract and a marked in- 
crease in t h e proportion employed for 
t h e benefit of the state on highways 
and other public works are shown in 
statistics just published by the office 
of public roads and rural engineering 
of the United States department 
of 
Agriculture. 
The 
statistics are in- 
cluded in Department Bulletin 414, a 
professional paper, which reports one 
of the 
first 
exhaustive studies 
made 
In this country covering the 
admin- 
istrative, engineering, economic, 
dis- 
ciplinary, and health 
conditions 
in 
convict road camp.s. 
Representatives 
of the United States 
public 
health 
service co-operated with the special- 
ists of the department of agriculture 
in making the studie-s. 
The systems 
adopted by the several states are dis- 
cussed and recommendations are m a d e 
for 
the 
achievement of greater ef- 
ficiency in operation 
of the 
convict 
camps and conduct of the road work. 


The systems of convict labor 
are 
classified in the report as lease, con- 
tract, and piecc-price systems, imder 
wliich the labor of oonvicts is for the 
benefit of private individuals or cor- 
V)orations. often in the m a n u f a c t u r e of 
commodities; the public-account sys- 
trni. under which 
the 
convict-made 
good.*:; aro sold by the state; the state- 
u.-^e system, 
under which goods ai'e 
manufactured 
only for use in 
state 
institutions; 
and 
the 
public 
works 
and ways system, under 
which 
the 
labor of the convicts is devoted 
to 
public structure and roads. 
The latter 
system has grown in popularity, it is 
pointed out, because it m a k e s use of 
the convict labor with a m i n i m u m of 
competition 
with 
free 
labor, 
con- 
tributes fairly lasting benefits to the 
whole community, 
affords 
healthful 
and even somewhat reformative em- 
ployment to the convicts and reduces 
congestion in penal institutions. 
The 
most satisfactory use of the system, 
in the opinion of the department's road 
specialists, is under state rather t h a n 
county administration. 
Since 
18S5, 
the report shows, the percentage of 
convicts in a large n u m b e r of repre- 
sentative 
institutions working 
u n d e r 
public-account, state-use, and 
public 
works and ways systems, has increased 
f r o m 33 to 86 per cent, while t h e pro- 
portion engaged in road work 
alone 
has increased f r o m 1.3 per cent 
to 
neai-ly 13 per cent. 


Convicts should not be indiscrimi- 
nately put to work on roads, It is point- 
ed out. • Only those who a r e physically 
fit for the work should be employed. 
It m a y be even desirable and 
prac- 
ticable in many instances to reserve 
assignment to the open-air work as a 
reward for good behavior. 
Physically 
and by f o r m e r mode of life, statistics 
cited in the report show, about three- 
fourths of the average male 
prison 
population is better fitted for outdoor 
labor t h a n for shop work. 
In prac- 
tice, when all considerations are taken 
into account, it has been found that 
f r o m 25 to 50 per cent of the male 
inmates of prisons a r e available for 
road work.

It is estimated Astor draws more 
than $16.000 a day for being the great 
grandson of the orl^fnal John Jacob 
Astor, founder of the Astor fortune, 
himself the son of a German butcher 
of Waldorf, Germany. 


At the death of the single surviving 
son of the original John Jacob, in 1875, 
the Astor fortune amounted to about 
$100,000,000. 
Within 
16 years, by 
1892, it had been more than doubled 
in the hands of his two sons. 


The larger part of It came from the 


rise in the value of Manhattan 
real 
estate, in which the fortune was heav- 
ily invested. 


By 1910, the collective fortune of 
the Astor family was estimated at 
$450,000,000. 


Vincent Aster's fortune—he is the 
son of Col. John Jacob Astor, a vic- 
tim of the Titanic- disaster—is be- 
lieved to be in the neighborhood of 
$100,000,000.

business 
problems. 


The public is aware that the Eu- 
ropean war brought higher prices for 
shoes because importations of leather 
from abroad were shut off, and be- 
cause European countries made heavy 
inroads on the leather products manu- 
factured 
in 
America, but there are 
other questions of great interest to 
the shoe retailer. 


The trade is desirous of knowing 
what will happen to the leather and 
shoe market in the case of a sudden 
cessation of hostilities, and also what 
will become of the retailer who has 
supplied the shelves of his store with 
a surplus stock. 


Raymond D. Brown, of Indianapolis, 
president of the association, says there 
never has been such 
an

meeting of shoe retailors called in In- 
diana as the one which is to be held 
next month.

of it. 


The reaUy great players of today and 
of the past generation were the players 
who were actually interested in the game 
—the men who lived baseball on and off 
the field. 


In the days when $5,000 a year^^salaries 
were practically unheard of every player 
had his heart in the game and was out 
there for his love of the sport and not 
for his love of the coin he was to get out 
of it. 


Tris Speaker and Ty Cobb, wRh the 
highest salaries in baseball, may not seem 
to be good examples to Illustrate 
this 
point in present day baseball, but never- 
theless these two stars are always In the 
game when they are on the field and are 
always planning off the field to devise 
some system to improve their play. 


It is brains and deep thought as much 
as anything else that makes Tris Speaker 
the greatest outfielder In the game and 
he Is constantly striving to improve. The 
•same thing may be said of Cobb's hitting 
and base running. 


A couple of months after Jim Dunn bad 
bought the 
Indians he 
declared 
that 
Speaker was always trying—not only to 
improve his own play, but also to help 
his fellow^ players and to do anything in 
his power to help the ball club win games 
and make money. 


If more ball players would work witii 
their club owners there would be less 
friction and better baseball. 


For years 
Barney Dreyfuss 
used to 
travel with his ball club. 
He liked the 
atmosphere and wanted to be on friendly 
terms with his player.s. 


A few years ago he noticed a difference 
in their attitude to him. 
They avoided 
him and gradually let him see that they 
wished to have nothing in common with 
him. 


This caused Dreyfuss to discontinue his 
trips with the club and caused him to 
lose interest in thorn as individuals.

Finds Comfort in Returns 
of Port for the Past 
Eight Months. 


London. .Tan. 
30—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press).—"The i e- 
t u m s of the Port of L,ondon for the 
past eight months will not encourage 
the hopes of the Germans of starv- 
ing London or ruining its trade by the 
depredations of submarines," .says the 
lates report of the Port of 
London 
authority on conditions at the great 
London docks. 


The tonnage entering and 
leaving 
the port shows a substantial decrease 
as compared with the preceding year, < 
but the quantity of goods actually un- 
loaded shows a decrease of only three 
per cent, the tonnage being 1,829,000 
this year as compared with 1,88.5.000 
last year. 
Prohibitions on the import ! 
on several classes of merchandiste have i 
been in force during this period, and 
have undoubtedly affected the figures 
appreciably. 


The stocks of goods, especiallv food- 
stuff.s, in the public warehouses 
has 
actually increa.sed 22 per cent, being 
687,000 tons against 
564,000. 
The 
present stocks are the largest in the 
history of the docks of London. 


As compared 
with pre-war 
times, 
the traffic of the port of London has 
increased from 1,-549,000 tons in 1913 
to 
1,829,000 
for 
the 
corresponding j 
period this year. 


The 
detailed 
report 
indicates 
in- 
creases in receipts of most articles of 
food. 
Wheat, sugar, rice, cheese, and 
cocoa, all show an improvement. 
Meat 
and tea show a deciease. 


The supply of timber is of next im- 
portance to foodstuffs, says the report. 
Difficulty in handling has been acute 
in this respect, owing largely to the 
enlistment 
of 
one-rnird of the 700 
timber porters, who handle and stack 
the timber after it has been discharged 
by the stevedores. 


The irregularity of the arrival 
of 
timber-laden 
ships has also been 
a 
trying factor. 
A few days ago thir- 
"teen timber vessels 
arrived 
at 
the 
docks on a single tide. 
But in spite 
of such difficulties, the stock of tim- 
ber at the docks has increased from 
about 200.000 tons to more „than 350,- 
000 tons. 


Much of the work of the docks is 
now being done by soldiers from some 
of the numerous dock laborers' battal- 
ions specially recruited fro woriv cf 
this kind here and in France.

Run on postal savings departments 
in many city postoffices dui-ing the past 
few weeks, 
since 
wap alarms were 
spread, has caused the government to 
issue bulletins saying that postal sav- 
ings funds will be safe no matter what 
may be the diplomatic results. 


Postmaster Miller received one of 
the bulletins oh Tuesday. 
There is no 
cause for alai-m locally, in the postal 
savings 
department. 
Miller 
states. 
There has not been a withdrawal from 
that department in the Fort Wayne 
office since the war scare came, Mr. 
Miller states. He does not believe there 
was any intention of withdrawing funds 
from the local office, he gives out. 


The government bulletin received by 
Postmaster Millei: rads: 


"The severance of diplomatic rela- 
tion with Germany on the 3rd instant 
caused some alarm among foreign- 
born depositors in a few cities lest 
their po.^tal savings deposits might be 
seized by the government in the event 
of war. 
Withdrawals increased tem- 
porarily at a few postoffices, while in 
other places deposits 
ran 
unusually 
heavy. 
Apprehension as to the safety 
of postal savings deposits was effect- 
ively allayed by the following an- 
nouncement of the state department on 
the 8th instant: 


" 'It having been reported to him 
that there is anxiety in some quar- 
ters on the part of persons i-esiding in 
this country who ai-e the subjects of 
foreign states lest their bank deposits 
or other property should be seized in 
the event of war between the United 
States and a foreign nation, the presi- 
dent authorizes the statement that all 
such fears are entirely unfounded. 


" 'The government of the 
United 
States will in no circumstances take 
advantage of a state of war to take 
possession of property to which inter- 
national understandings and the recog- 
nized law of the land give it no just 
claim or title. 
It will scrupulously re- 
spect all private rights alike of its own 
citizens and of the subjects of foreign 
states.' 


"Postal savings depositors have the 
further express assurance of law. Act 
of June 25. 1910, that the faith of the 
United States is solemnly pledged to 
the payment of all deposits and that 
they may be withdrawn on demand. 


"Figures just available for January 
.show a net increase in postal savings 
deposits for the month of $3,600,000 
or about five times that for January, 
1916. 
During the period from July 
1, 1916, to January 31, 1917, the de- 
posits in the United States increased 
$29,650,000, or about $9,300,000 more 
than the gain for the entire fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1916. 
Total deposits 
in the United States on January 31 
were 
$115,660,000, standing 
to 
the 
credit of 675,000 depositors."

It is predicted, 
when the privilege will be universally 
abolished. 


Medical men have been urging the 
abolishment of the custom for years 
as a health measure. 
They declare 
that the taking out of goods, particu- 
larly garments, to the homes and re- 
turning them Is a splendid method of 
scattering germs and spreading dis- 
ease. 
As a matter of sanitation the 
immediate elimination of the privilege 
is pointed to by medical men as im- 
perative. 
It is a big step In the pre- 
vention of disease. It is claimed. 
Epi- 
demics 
often 
originate in Just this 
manner, medical men say. 
Dr. J. N. 
Hurty, secretary of the Indiana state 
board of health, has warned the pub- 
lic against the practice. 


The practice is also characterized 
as an imposition on the merchant for 
it very often happens that merchan- 
dise taken out on approval is returned 
badly 
soiled. 
This 
necessitates, of 
course, that the same must be sold 
at a loss and that in some other man- 
ner this loss must be made up. 
Con- 
sequently, In the end, the public pays 
the bill. 
It is pointed out that the 
abolishment of the custom might be 
an assisting element in reducing the 
present high cost of living. 


Goods taken out on 
approval 
also 
necessitate an extra cost for delivers', 
calling for packages, cost of boxes, 
paper and twine which the customer 
must eventually pay.

DominicanSalary List in San 


Domingo Cut Under His 


Administration. 


Santo Domingo City, Feb. 8.—(Staff 


Correspondence of The Associated 
Press.)—Great savings in the Bomini- 
can salary list have been effected by 
the military government established 
by the United States on Nov. 29 last. 
The possibility of this developed in the 
process of settling claims brought up 
as a consequence of the suspension of 
payment of salaries .lor several months 
back, beginning in August before the 
establishment of the temporary mili- 
tary government, after the collection of 
all revenues had been taken xinder 
American supervision. 
Salary pay- 


ments under the dominlcan govern- 
ment were not resumed until shortly 
before Christmas. Meanwhile, much 
criticism has been aroused, as by the 
time the military took charge almost all 
the government employes entirely de- 
pendent on their salary had reached 
the end of their resources, and many 
salary claims had been bought up by 
speculators at liberal discounts from 
merchants to whom the claims had 
been assigned. The January salaries 
were paid promptly, however, and with 
a stable government established no de- 
lays are expected in the future. 


Many Dominicans who have sought 


to have salary claims allowed have 
explained that their appointments were 
TOade with no idea that they should 
perform any services. They were ap- 
pointed, they have explained, to posi- 
tions to which no duties were attached. 
As confirmatory of this it is said, au- 
thoritatively that approximately 80 
per cent of the last Dominican budget 
of $1,500.000 was for salaries. 


In addition to dispensing with the 


"services" of a great many persons 
who were not in the habit of perform- 
ing any services, many positions have 
been abolished 'or temporarily sus- 
pended. By administrative order the 
Dominican assembly 
has been sus- 


pended until further notice and all 
salaries and perquisites stopped. 
In 


view of the fact that there is no pres- 
ident and no Dominican cabinet the 
salaries attached to these places are 
remaining^ In the treasury. 
Tho Do- 


minican army has been largely reduced 
because there is no longer any neces- 
sity for a Dominican army, in the 
opinion of the American officials in 
charge of the government. 
Military 


courts are no more, there is no longer 
pay for members of the staffs of the 
governors of the provinces. The sal- 
ary of the inspector has ceased, most 
of the positions in the principal ports 
have been suspended and the duties 
transferred to the senior United States 
officer on duty. 
Scores of positions 


have been abolished or suspended and 
there has been a salary saving of a 
quarter of a million dollars or more. 
In the meantime marine officers arc 
doing much of the work and are being 
paid by the United States with no com- 
pensation from the Dominican govern- 
ment. 


Publicly there Is neither criticism of 


nor comment about the occupation.

The death of Gen. Funston removes

EXCISE TAX NOT SO 


Governor Explains Pending 


Measure to Lafayette 


Business Men. 


12-flt 


Lafayette, Ind., Feb. 20.—^Governor 


James P. Goodrich spoke here last 
night on the excise tax bill now pend- 
ing in the Indiana legislature. 
The 


meeting was arranged 
by Lafayette 


manufacturers and business men and 
was attended largely owing to the in- 
tense interest In the proposed law. 


The governor defended his plan and 


submitted figures to prove its worth. 
He maintained that it is not a new 
and untried proposition and that it 
will not work a hardship on the busi- 
ness interests. Ho repeated the state- 
ments he made to the house and sen- 
ate in his special message on the ;ex- 
cise tax subject that the state must 
raise more than $1,500,000 annually 
to pay its share of the expenditures 
under the proposed highway commis- 
sion law and for other specific appro- 
priations that must be met. 


"The excise tax bill, in its present 


form," said the governor, "provides 
for a different rate of taxation upon 
different classes of corporations. Mis- 
cellaneous 
corporations, 
including 


such corporations as manufacturing, 
mercantile, real estate, elevators, laun- 
dering, cold storage, etc., are all taxed 
under the same rate, which is 50 cents 
for each $1,000 capital where no divi- 
dend is paid; 75 cents per 51,000 cap- 
ital up to and including a 6 per cent, 
dividend, and 20 cents for each addi- 
tional 1 per cent on each $1,000 of 
capital. 


Table Shows Levy. 


"The following table shows the levy 


of the excise tax in accordance with 
the 
proposed law on miscellaneous 


corporations: 


Where no earnings are shown the 


tax would be 50 cents per SI.000. 


Where earnings do not exceed 6 per 


cent, the tax -would be 75 cents per 
$1,000.

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"Fighting Fred" Funston 


Major General Frederick Fnnston, whose sudden death from an 


attack of acute indigestion is just reported from San Antonio, was es- 
sentially of the dashing type of army fighter that, by native ability, 
indomitable courage and sheer daring -wins high place in public es- 
teem and public confidence. Youngest major general in the army line 
—he was but 51 years of age—General Funston's death cuts short a 
career that, already distinguished, still gave promise of increasing 
years of conspicuous •usefulness to his country. Particularly, perhaps, 
v,-as this service needed in the uncertain paths that just now lie be- 
fore the United States. 


General Funston's military career was altogether unique. Denied 


his early ambition to enter Westpoint, the young Ohioan by birth but 
Kansan by adoption, nevertheless climbed to the highest eminence as 
a soldier. Funston was essentially a fighter. -Diminutive in stature 
und in weight, his was the spirit and the courage of a giant. He was 
ns nearly fearless as it is possible for human to be. In 1896, while to- 
tally unversed in military affairs, he was stirred by the struggles of 
the Cuban revolutionists and at once offered Ma services to the Cuban 
junta which was fighting for the independence of the island. He was 
iu the thick of much of the revolutionary fighting, and at the outbreak 
of the war with Spain two years later, Funston plunged into it as col- 
onel of the Twentieth regiment of Kansas volunteers. 


Almost immediately Funston's regiment was ordered'to the Phil- 


ippines and here the untrained Kansas soldier won renown in a series 
of brilliant exploits which culminated in his capture of Aguinaldo. It 
was this exploit that won for Funston the rank of brigadier general in 
the regular army. In recent years Funston has been constantly a con- 
spicuous figure in American military affairs, and he has been in gen- 
eral command of the border force of regulars and volunteers during 
the tense situation between the United States and Mexico. His final 
official act was the completion of preparations fpr sending to their 
liomes the remaining guardsmen in the Rio Grande country—among 
them being Company E, First Indiana regiment, and Battery D, Field 
artillery, of this city. 


Despite the fact that General Funston had risen to eminence by 


way of the volunteer route, and that he had not come though "West- 
point, tho regular army officers entertained for him the warmest es- 
teem and the highest respect. It was recognized that Funston had 
fairly wou his spurs by service, and there was no rankling of jealousy 
or discontent operating against him. He was the ideal American sol- 
dier, big iu all save stature and avoirdupois, whose high place in his 
country's history is secure. 


Speaking at a Washington's birthday banquet held at Indianapo- 


lis a few days in advance of the actual anniversary, Governor Good- 
rich voiced the belief that the United States will pass safely through 
the international crisis, just as it has passed through other dangers. 
"We take it the governor means to convey a conviction that war will 
not develop as an outcome of the present tensity. Everybody will pro- 
foundly trust, too, that Mr. Goodrich will win as high rank as prophet 
as his Mends say he is going to achieve as governor. 


Governor Goodrich is said to have greatly mollified Lafayette op- 


position to his proposed excise tax bill to saddle additional tax on cor- 
porations by his explanation of the thing in the course of an address 
in that city Monday evening, but he will have no adequate idea of the 
futility of mellifluous oratory until he tries the same tactics on that 
delegation of Fort Wayne business men who went to Indianapolis to 
have a word or two to say concerning excise bills. 


Mr. Fletcher's arrival in Mexico as the diplomatic representative 


of the United States is to be signalized by a prompt protest against 
the confiscation of mines not in operation and a further objection to 
numerous other actions of the de facto government which have been 
irritating Uncle Sam. In the interest of exactness it may be necessary 
to change Mr. Fletcher's title from ambassador to Mexico to some- 
thing like protestor to Mexico.

on a Vital Question

With tho call for a constitutional con- 


vention the people of I idixna should 
concentrate attention on ttm measures 
suggested for incorporation in the con- 
stitution to the end that the best ex- 
perience and Intelligence of tho state 
may find expression in the new basic 
law. 


The fight for a convention Imsi been 


won, but the fight for a constitution that 
will bo better than the old one is only 
just beginning. Tho voters of tho state 
will write the flew constitution through 
the delegates they select. For that rea- 
son tho fullest possible discussion is 
necessary in order the atmosphere may 
be clarified. 
^ 


Spring and summer should bo devoted 


to the important task of bringing for- 
ward the best ideas in the state and 
concentrating discussion on them. Law- 
yers, politicians, business men and all 
others in each community who are like- 
ly to become delegates to the convention 
should be urged to state cjcplicity what 
they stand for and the sort of consti- 
tution they desire. No work of greater 
importance could possibly be undertaken 
between now and next autumn. 


A beginning already has been made 


at Kokomo, where a series of meetings 
under the auspices of the Open Forum 
is planned to bring out the best intel- 
ligence of the city. A lawyer, a labor 
leader and a minister arc among those 
who will explain what they believe to 
be the principal reforms needed. This 
is to be done at 
the first meeting 


Wednesday night. No attempt at "hi- 
falntin" oratory will be made. 
Each 


speaker will be permitted ten minutes 
hi which to elaborate his idea as plain- 
ly and simply as possible. Each speak- 
ly and simply as possible. Another ten 
minutes after each talk will be devoted 
to general discussion. The experience of 
other commonwealths with such mea- 
sures as suffrage, prohibition, the in- 
itiative and referendum, the short bal- 
lot, home rule for cities, taxation, re- 


forms, etc., will be studied and analyzed. 


Ministers, teachers and newspapers 


can perform a valuable service to Ihc 
«tatc during the summer by focusing 
attention on proposed reforms. In many 
communities chautauqua programs may 
be built around the central idea of pro- 
moting discussion of the proposed con- 
stitution.

We get rather excited every day to see 
who will be ahead. 


We have also been having spelling 


tests t'ri see if we are up with the per 
cent, in the scale that was made from 
spelling by 70,000 pupils in eighty- 
four different schools in the United 
States. These are the most common 


words in English writing. We found 
that we arc -1 per cent, above the per 
cent, required for the test In the scale. 


One day, in our literature lesson, it

Studies by Office of Public 


Eoads Show Practice is 


Increasing. 


"Washington, Feb. 20.—A. steady do- 


crease since 18SD in the proportion of 
convicts in the United 
States 
em- 


ployed in miscellaneous work under 
lease and contract and a marked in- 
crease in the proportion employed tor 
the benefit of the state on highways 
and other public works are shown in 
statistics just published by the office 
of public roads and rural engineering 
of the United States department of 
Agriculture. 
The statistics arc in- 


cluded in Department Bulletin 414, a 
professional paper, which reports one 
of the first exhaustive studies made 
in this country covering the admin- 
istrative, engineering, economic, dis- 
ciplinary, and health 
conditions in 


convict road camps. 
Representatii'es 


of the United States public health 
service co-operated with the special- 
ists of the department of agriculture 
in making the studies. 
The systems 


adopted by the several states are dis- 
cussed and recommendations are made 
for 
the 
achievement of greater ef- 


ficiency in operation of the convict 
camps and conduct -of the road work. 


The systems of convict labor are 


classified in the report as lease, con- 
tract, and piece-price systems, under 
which the labor of oonvicts is for the 
benefit of private individuals or cor- 
porations, often in the manufacture of 
commodities; the public-account sys- 
tem, under which the convict-made 
goods are sold by the state; the state- 
use system, under which goods are 
manufactured only for use in state 
institutions; and the public 
works 


and ways system, under which 
the 


labor of the convicts is devoted to 
public structure and roads. The latter 
system has grown in popularity, it is 
pointed out. because it makes use of 
the convict labor with a minimum of 
competition with free 
labor, con- 


tributes fairly lasting benefits to the 
whole community, affords 
healthful 


and even somewhat reformative em- 
ployment to the convicts and reduces 
congestion in penal institutions. The 
most satisfactory use of the system, 
in the opinion of the department's road 
specialists, is under state rather than 
county administration. 
Since 18S5, 


the report shows, the percentage of 
convicts in a large number of repre- 
sentative institutions -working under 
public-account,'- state-use, and public 
works and ways systems, has increased 
from 33 to 86 per cent, while the pro- 
portion engaged in road work alone 
has Increased from 1.3 per cent to 
nearly 13 per cent. 


Convicts should not be indiscrimi- 


nately put to work on roads, it Is point- 
ed out. Only those who are physically 
fit for the work should bo employed.- 
It may bo even desirable and prac- 
ticable In many instances to reserve 
assignment to the open-air work as a 
reward for good behavior. Physically 
and by former mode of life, statistics 
cited in the report show, about throe- 
fourths of the average male prison 
population is better fitted for outdoor 
labor than for shop work. In prac- 
tice, when all considerations are taken 
into account, it has been found that 
from 25 to 60 per cent of the male 
inmates of prisons are available for 
road work. 


The employment of state convicts 


in road making, the report shows, first 
became general in the south in the 
early nineties. Such use of state con- 
victs has been made by northern and 
western states, however, mostly dur- 
ing the last ten years.

Absence of Senate 
Will 


e 
Not Worry the Vice 


President. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—When it be- 


came known today that President Wil- 
son might not summon the new senate 
in session to ratify his "cabinet nomi- 
nations after his inauguration, it was 
at once asked *what would become of 
the vice president's inauguration, in- 
asmuch as he usually takes the oath 
of office before the new senate. When 
this was put up to Vice President Mar- 
shall informally, he quickly disposed 
of the question by citing constitutional 
provisions. 


"Under the law of the land," said 


the vice president, "I, having been 
elected vice president of the United 
States, can take the oath of office any 
time I please on or before March 4. I 
could have the oath prepared In writ- 
ing today, if I wanted to, and take it 
in the presence of a notary public and 
file it with the secretary of the sen- 
ate." 


"The senate of the United States has 


nothing whatever to do with my elec- 
tion. It is customary, for the president 
pro tempore of the senate to swear in 
the vice president. However, should the 
president decide not to call the senate 
in extra, session. I shall take the oath of 
office on Saturday or Sunday anil file it 
with the secretary of state. Of course 
a formal ceremony on March 5 could be 
held just the same. I do not have to 
take an oath in the presence of the new 
senate. By virtue of the law and my 
elertion I am presiding officer of the 
senate whenever it is in session, and not 
by flie will of the senate." 


If tho president concludes there 
is 


nothing to call the senate into extraor- 
dinary scssio'n for there is nothing the 
senate could do about it. 


If the special session is not railed, 


newly itrnl re-elected senators, thirty- 
two in all. will not be sworn in on 
March 5. Within the ineindry of pres- 
ent members such a thing never hus oc- 
curred.

Bight to Keep Ditch Open 


May Determine Future 


of Avenue. 


Outcome of the project to extend 


C.entlivre avenue from Spy Run avenue 
to Clinton street will largely depend 
upon whether the city of Fort Wayne 
has a right to fill up the old feeder 
canal, which is the property of the 
Fort Wayne and' Northern Indiana1 
Traction^ company, and which crosses 
the path of the avenue. 


City Attorney Colerick has been or- 


dered to investigate the right of the 
traction company to keep the right- 
of-way of the lonj^ ditch open. Tho 
traction company claims that the feed- 
er, which has been dry for- several 
years, cannot be closed up. 


If law provides that the ditch, which ! 


follows the street car line to Roblson 
park and which once furnished water 
; 


from the St. Joseph river for the barge | 
canal, must be kept open, it will mean '• 
that a bridge would have to be placed 
over the ditch, if. Centlivre avenue is 
extended to Clinton street. At pres- [ 
ent a worn foot bridge crosses the 
dried up stream at west terminus of 
Centlivre avenue. 


The east end of Centlivre avenue 


will be at the west end of the new 
State street bridge, when angle of 
the bridge has been changed for the 
new structure.

forage and young growth was caused 
by fires on tlio national forests In 191C. 
according to satisllcn'conipflcd by tho 
forest service. 
Although there was 


more than tho average 
mimbar ot 


fires, tho loss Is the .smallest that has 
been sustained from fires since tho 
national fprests were established. A 
favorable season In the regions where 
the most severe 
damage is usually 


sustained is given as the chief reason 
for the relatively small loss. 


A total of 299,377 acres of govern- 


ment land was burned over. In addi- 
tion to this the fires covered 123,160 i 
acres ot privately owned land in tho 
national forests, -where timber valued 
at $36,214 was consumed. About 44 
per cent, of the total area burned was 
located in the national forests of Ar- 
kansas and Florida. 


Of the 5,655 fires which occurred, 


4,133, or 73 per cent., were confined 
to areas-of less than ten acres. Many 
ot these small fires, according to the 
forest service, might have developed 
into serious conflagrations had they 
not been extinguished in their inclp- 
iency. 


The average cost of fighting each 


flre was approximately half that of 
former years. . Lightning was the chjef, 
cause of the fires and was responsi- 
ble for 23 per cent, of all those which 
occurred. The causes of 18 per cent, 
were unknown, while careless camp- 
ers started 17 per cent. There was a 
slight increase in the fires of incen- 
diary origin, as well as those started 
by sparks from locomotives. 
With 


the exception of those caused by light- 
ning, all the fires were due to human 
agefrcies. 
One flre in Idaho, which 


burned 000,000 feet 
of timber, was 


caused by the carelessness of a ten 
year old boy.

RETAIL SHOE MEN TO 


Will Discuss Vital Trade 


Conditions Produced by 


European War. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 20.—Officers of 


the Indiana Retail Shoe Dealers' asso- 
ciation, who are planning for the or- 
ganization's annual convention and 
stylo show to be held at the Claypool 
hotel, March 13, 14 and 15. are pre- 
dicting that the attendance will be 
the largest in the history of the asso- 
ciation. 
Every retail shoe dealer in 


the country is facing vital conditions 
in the shoe industry as a result of 
the European war, and never before 
have men engaged in the shoe busi- 
ness been so anxious to procure the 
advice of one another 
on 
business 


problems. 


The public is aware that the Eu- 


ropean war brought higher prices for 
shoes because importations of leather 
from abroad were shut off, and be- 
cause European countries made heavy 
inroads on the leather products manu- 
factured 
in America, but there are 


other questions of great interest to 
the shoe retailer. 


The trade is desirous of knowing 


what will happen to the leather and 
shoe market in the case of a sudden 
cessation of hostilities, and also what 
will become of the retailer who has 
supplied the shelves of his store with 
a surplus stock. 


Raymond D. Brown, of Indianapolis, 


president of the association, says there 
never has been such 
an 
important 


meeting of shoe retailers called in In- 
diana as the one which is to be held 
next month. 


"There never was a time in the his- 


tory of the shoe industry," Mr. Brown 
said, "when shoe dealers need each 
other's advice and co-operation as 
they do now, and for this reason we 
are expecting an unusually large num- 
ber of dealers at this convention. The

prices for his stock; and such uncer- 
tainties never before have existed in 
the market. 


"America buys about. $1.200,000,000 


worth of shoes annually, and the mer- 
chandising of such a vast amount of 
goods naturally calls for the solution 
of many business problems on the part 
of such successful business men. But 
when we consider that this enormous 
industry has had about BO per cent 
of its calf-skin cut off by-a war, then 
it may bo realized how necessary it 
is for the representatives of this in- 
dustry to get their heads together 
to see what can be done to improve 
conditions."

The purpose of tho campaign is 
three-fold and Rev. S. Wilbur Hufter, 
pastor of the First 
Presbyterian 


church at Portland. Ind., is in Fort 
Wayne explaining the purpose of It to 
many prominent citizens and securing 
subscriptions. 


It is the object of the college to have 


this sum raised by March 1. One of 
tho purposes of the campaign is to 
increase the endowment of the estab- 
lished chairs In order that the college 
may compete with other Institutions 
In attractions the best men available to 
the faculty.

BOOT STARVE 


Finds Comfort in Eeturns 


of Port for the Past 


Eight Months. 


London. Jan. 30—(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press).—"The te- 
turns of the Port of Uindoii for the 
past eight months will not encourage 
the hopes of the Germans of starv- 
ing London or ruining its trade by the 
depredations of submarines," says the 
lates report of the Port of London 
authority on conditions at the great 
London docks. 


The tonnage entering- and leaving 


:he port shows a substantial decrease 
as compared with the preceding year, 
but the quantity of goods actually un- 
loaded shows a decrease uf only three 
per cent, the tonnage being 1.829.UHO 
this year as compared with 1.8S5.000 
last year. Prohibitions on the import 
on several classes of merchandise have 
been in force during this period, and 
have undoubtedly affected the figures 
appreciably. 


The stocks of goods, especially food- 


stuffs, in the public warehouses has 
actually increased 22 per cent, being: 
GST.000 tons against 
564.000. 
The 


present stocks are the largest in the 
history of the docks of London. 


As compared with pre-war times, 


the traffic of the port of London has 
Increased from ],o4S,000 tons In 1913 
to 
1.829.000 for the corresponding 


period this year. 


The detailed report indicates in- 


creases in receipts of most articles of 
food. 
AVheat. sugar, rice, cheese, and 


:ocoa, all show an improvement. Meat 
and tea show a decrease. 


The supply of timber is of next im- 


jortance to foodstuffs, says the report. 
Difficulty in handling has been acute 
n this respect, owing largely to the 
enlistment 
of 
one-tnlrd of the 700 


limber porters, who handle and stack 
he timber after it has been discharged 
by the stevedores. 


The irregularity of the arrival of 


imber-Iaden ships has also been a 
rying factor. 
A few days ago thir- 


een timber vessels arrived 
at 
the 


docks on a single tide. 
But in spite 


Df such difficulties, the stock of tim- 
ber at the docks has increased from 
bout 200.000 tons to more than 330.- 
00 tons. 
Much of the work of the docks is 
ow being done by soldiers from some 
f the numerous dock laborers' battal- 
ons specially recruited fro work vt 
his kind here and in France.

In addition to the hay weighed on the 


city scales this morning there were flv* 
loads of 'corn which sold at prices rang- 
ing from 98 cents to $1.02, this being 1 
cent less than was paid for the Ion* load 
sold Monday.

Break Comes. 


Run on postal savings departments 


in many city postoffices during the past 
few weeks, since war alarms were 
spread, has caused the government to 
issue bulletins saying that postal sav- 
ings funds will be safe no matter what 
may be the diplomatic results. 


Postmaster Miller received one of 


the bulletins on Tuesday. There is no 
cause for alarm locally, in the postal 
savings department. 
Miller states. 


There has not been a withdrawal from 
that department in the Fort Wayne 
office since the war scare came, Mr. 
Miller states. He does not believe there 
was any intention of withdrawing funds 
from the local office, he gives out. 


The government bulletin received by 


Postmaster Miller rads: 


"The severance of diplomatic rela- 


tion with Germany on the 3rd instant 
caused some alarm among foreign- 
born depositors in a few cities lest 
their postal savings deposits might be 
seized by the government in the event 
of war. Withdrawals increased tem- 
porarily at a few postoffiices, while in 
other places deposits ran unusually 
heavy. Apprehension as to the safety 
of postal savings deposits was effect- 
ively allayed by the following an- 
nouncement of the state department on 
the 8th instant: 
" 'It having been reported to him 


that there is anxiety in some quar- 
ters on the part of persons residing in 
this country who are the subjects of 
foreign states lest their bank deposits 
or other property should be seized in 
the event of war between the United 
States and a foreign nation, the presi 
dent authorizes the statement that al 
such fears are entirely unfounded. 


" 'The government of the Unite< 


States will in no circumstances take 
advantage of a state of war to tak 
possession of property to which inter 
national understandings and the recog 
nized law of the land give it no jus 
claim or title. It will scrupulously re 
spect all private rights alike of its own 
citizens and of the subjects of foreign 
states." 


"Postal savings depositors hax-e the 


further express assurance of law, Ac 
of June 25, 1910. that the faith of the 
"jnited States is solemnly pledged to 
he payment of all deposits and tha 
they may be withdrawn on demand. 


"Figures just available for January

Medical men have been urging the 


abolishment of the custom for years 
as a health measure. 
They declare 


that the taking out of goods, particu- 
larly garments,"to the homes and re- 
turning them is a splendid method o£ 
scattering germs and spreading dis- 
ease. As a matter of sanitation the 
immediate elimination of the privilege 
is pointed to by medical men ns im- 
perative. It is a big step in tho pre- 
vention of disease, it is claimed. Epi- 
demics often 
originate In just this 


manner, medical men say.. Dr. J. N. 
Hurty, secretary of tho Indiana state 
board of health, has warned the pub- 
lic against the practice. 


The practice is also characterized 


as an imposition on the merchant for 
it very often happens that merchan- 
dise taken out on approval Is returned 
badly soiled. 
This necessitates, of 


course, that the same must be sold 
at a loss and that in some other man- 
ner this loss must be made up. Con- 
sequently, In the end, the public pays 
the bill. 
It is pointed out that the 


abolishment of the custom might be 
an assisting element in reducing the 
present high cost of living. 


Goods taken out on approval also 


necessitate an extra cost for delivery, 
calling for packages, cost of boxes, 
paper and twine which the customer 
must eventually pay. 


So from a standpoint of health and 


sanitation and as a measure for- re- 
ducing the 
price of merchandise, 


business men throughout the entire 
country have been quick to see the 
need of the abolishment of the ap- 
proval method. 
Indianapolis mer- 


chants sometime ago did away with 
it and the buying public has regis- 
tered no complaint, because the need- 
of the reform was readily seen. Such 
has been true in other cities.
